Grand Rapids, Mich., Aug. 21.—Four 
men held up the Chicago and W est 
Michigan express passenger train, from 
Chicago, due here at 10:30, and known 
as the “Flyer,” at 9 o’clock last night. 
The net proceeds from their enterprise 
were $7 in cash and two silver watches. 
The train was rushing through on 
time, with Engineer Dibble at the throt­ 
tle and Conductor E. E. Rice in charge. 
Two and a half miles this side of Fenn­ 
ville the road passes through a stretch 
of woods and a gully. As the train ap­ 
proached a white light was seen weaving 
across the track, and, taking it as a 
danger signal, Engineer Dibble put on 
the brakes. As he approached he saw 
by the reflection of the headlight that 
the track was obstructed with a pile 
of ties. 
A volley into the cab of the engine 
was the first intim ation of the char­ 
acter of the gang. They then told the 
two trainm en to come out of the en­ 
gine, but Engineer Dibble responded 
th a t they could shoot, but he wouldn’t 
come down, and he didn’t. 
Conductor Rice heard the commotion, 
and, stepping out on the platform , in­ 
quired w hat was the m atter. He was 
answered w ith a volley, and he imme­ 
diately stepped back into the car, locked 
the door after him, and deposited his 
pocket book in the stove. 
He came out 
later and had a talk with the robbers. 
W hen Brakem an Timothy M urphy felt 
the train stop he grabbed his lantern, 
jum ped off the rear platform w ithout 
knowing w hat was the m atter, and ran 
back to flag any train th at m ight be 
coming. 
The gang saw him go and 
fired at him. 
He was wounded in the 
thigh painfully but not seriously, and 
is in the hospital here. 
The gang, after quieting the train ­ 
men, demanded admission to the bag­ 
gage car. Baggageman Van E tten was 
alone in the car, and when he heard the 
firing he bolted the door and refused 
to open it. The gang placed a stick of 
dynam ite under the side door and ex­ 
ploded it, blowing the door half off. 
Then the baggagem an let the robbers 
in. Two of them entered, leaving the 
others outside on guard, and demanded 
th a t the strong box be opened and its 
contents placed at their disposal. Van 
E tten pointed out the box, but did not 
have the key. 
A nother stick of dynam ite judicious­ 
ly applied opened the box, and then 
the air became sulphuric. The box was 
em pty. The train did not carry ex­ 
press, and the strong box was simply 
being brought back to the city for its 
next trip. 
W hen the robbers found th at all their 
toil had been in vain they retired from 
th e car and held a consultation. They 
then took the conductor’s money and 
the watches carried by the engineer 
and fireman, and, extinguishing their 
lanterns, shouted good night to the con­ 
ductor and disappeared. 
The obstruc­ 
tions were hastily removed and the 
train came through w ithout further ad­ 
venture. 
The passengers were badly fright­ 
ened. 
The sheriff of Allegan county 
has been notified and is scouring the 
county for the robbers, with assistance 
from Ottawa and K ent county officers. 
A liberal reward will be paid for the 
apprehension of the robbers. 
Conduc­ 
tor Rice is sure he can identify them if 
he sees theirs again.

Some of the party could swim, 
and they were picked up by one of tho 
harbor tugs th at was passing.

and was reputed to be a good craft in 
rough weather, 
having made

hunting trips up the lake last fall when 
all the other boats in the port were in 
w inter quarters.

CAPTURE A TRAIN. 


Regular 
Nebraska Train Robbers Take 
Possession. 
N orth Platte, Neb., Aug. 21.—Bandits 
captured the Union Pacific east-bound 
overland flyer about 
m idnight 
last 
night. The engine was cut off and sent 
forw ard in the regulation Jesse Jam es 
order, while the outlaws 
looted 
the 
train at their pleasure. The train held 
up was No. 8. 
It left North Platte at 
l l o’clock, and carried a full comple­ 
m ent of coaches, sleepers, and express 
cars. 
The robbery occurred an hour 
later. 
The country in the vicinity of the 
hold-up is fairly well settled, and the 
authorities anticipate no trouble in fol­ 
lowing the outlaws. 
All were heavily 
arm ed, and a conflict is quite probable. 
T he robbers blew open the express car 
w ith dynam ite after using the engi­ 
neer in vain to help get it open. The 
firem an was on the engine and ran it 
to Gothenburg for assistance, followed 
by a straggling volley. 


PAUL J. SORG,

Six M« n Were Killed in the Carnegie Plant 
at Bessemer. 
P ittsburg, Aug. 21—Those killed in 
the Bessemer accident were: 
STEVE HAVRELA, cut in tw ain; 32 
years old, leaves wife and two children. 
JOSEPH 
TUCKAY, 38 
years 
old, 
burned; leaves wife and four children. 
JOSEPH COPP, burned; 32 years old, 
single. 
JOHN MEKA, burned; 25 years old, 
cingle. 
JOHN POOKOPOVEC, burned; 25 
years old, single. 
JOHN GRUCHA, burned; 30 years 
old, single. 
All were 
Poles 
and H uns 
except 
Grucha, who was a German. 
Nine of 
the injured were brought to the Mercy 
hospital in this city. They are reported 
to be resting easy. 
The terrible loss of life was due to a 
peculiar cause. 
A few m inutes before 
the explosion occurred one of the top- 
flllers dumped a barrow of 
m aterial 
into the bell of the furnace, which he 
had forgotten to raise. 
This clogged 
the top of the furnace and prevented 
the gas escaping. 
A gang of sixteen 
men, in charge of Jam es H arrison, were 
sent at once to the top of the furnace 
to remove the obstruction. 
All were 
closely crowded around the bell of the 
furnace removing the m aterial which 
lad been dumped on it, when there was 
a terrible explosion, and the men, bar­ 
rows, tools and m aterial were hurled 
n all directions. Flam es, deadly gases 
and smoke belched from the furnace 
top and the gang of men fell as if shot. 
Only one man was killed instantly. 
Fie was blown from the furnace top, 
along the m etal roadway to the eleva­ 
tor shaft, and fell, striking on a car; 
ie was cut in two, one half of his body 
falling on one side of the car and the 
other half on the other side. 
The explosion was heard all over 
Braddock and crowds at once rushed 
to the scene, but none expected to w it­ 
ness such horrors. 
A relief crew was 
quickly organized and w ent to the top 
of the furnace, where lay fifteen men, 
bleeding, torn, burned and dying. The 
flames and smoke were still coming 
from the furnace and the work of res­ 
cue was dangerous in the extreme, but, 
covering their hands, faces and heads 
w ith cloths, the rescuers went bravely 
to wTork. 
The injured men were all 
leaning over the mouth of the furnace 
wrhen the explosion occurred. 
Three 
men died before they reached lh* bot­ 
tom of the elevator shaft and the other 
six died betwen 5 and 8 o’clock. 
Five 
of the men were so badly burned and 
terribly injured th at the physicians did 
not deem it necessary to remove them 
to any hospital, as death seemed in­ 
evitable in a few hours and no hospital 
could relieve their sufferings. Two of 
the men who were on top of the fur­ 
nace, when they reached the ground 
were revived, and, there being 
some 
hopes for their recovery, 
they 
were 
taken to their homes. 
The belief is 
th a t the furnace is badly damaged and 
may have to be rebuilt. 
this should 
be the case the total damage will be 
$30,000. 
The scene as the men were 
carried to the office of the company 
was intensely exciting and 
pathetic. 
Women and children rushed frantically 
from their houses and the large force 
of policemen and guards was powerless 
to prevent them from rushing into the 
improvised hospital and dead-house in 
the search for some member of their 
families. 
Tears 
and 
lam entations, 
anxious faces and agonized expressions, 
wringing of hands and tearing of hair 
were all witnessed around the scene of 
death and destruction and the stoutest 
hearts were moved to pity. The homes 
of the killed and injured men were near 
the furnace and the streets in th at vi­ 
cinity were filled with a mass of weep­ 
ing, frantic 
half-crazy 
women 
and 
children.

255 passengers and crew of forty-two 
were transferred to the Lyon safely, ex­ 
cept three of them, who had their legs 
broken.

ONE YEAR OF CO-OPERATION. 


Their Motto Is “United to Relieve; Mot 
Combined to Injure.** 
The experiment of organizing a so­ 
ciety on the co-operative plan in Knox­ 
ville and Allentown is now a year old. 
The other night the first anniversary 
of the Integral Co-operative associa­ 
tion, composed of people in that com­ 
munity, was celebrated with an en­ 
tertainment in the Allentown Turner 
hall. While the association has a mem­ 
bership of only 123, there were 700 peo­ 
ple at the celebration. The programme 
consisted principally of vocal and in­ 
strumental music by good local talent. 
President J. Edward Chesley made a 
speech, in which he told of the progress 
the movement had made. Mr. Chesley 
is an enthusiast, who believes the world 
is slowly but surely resolving itself in­ 
to one mighty social organization, in 
which the Golden Rule will be univer­ 
sally practiced, and in which everybody 
will buy groceries at one common, sup­ 
ply house at cost. During his talk the 
president called attention to a large 
streamer stretched across the hall, on 
which was painted this motto: “United 
to Relieve; Not Combined to Injure.” 
In fact, this sentiment was the keynote 
of his short speech. He declared that 
the “old boat of competition is sinking, 
and 
the 
lifeboat 
of 
co - oper­ 
ation 
is 
coming 
to 
the 
res­ 
cue.” 
He explained the value of 
co-operative effort, as illustrated by 
the grocery owned and conducted by 
the association at 48 Washington ave­ 
nue, Thirty-first ward. 
He said that 
all the storerooms now occupied 
by 
stores in excess of those absolutely 
necessary to supply the people was a 
waste of rent. His theory is that all 
profit made by the stores which the 
community could get along without is a 
species of robbery, and that the patrons 
are the people robbed. In connection 
with thfe printed programme was a 
statement of the condition of the co-op­ 
erative grocery. From these figures it 
would appear that the weekly sales are 
$385, and that there has been a gain in 
the assets of the grocery of $415.42 since 
it has been running. The balance sheet 
shows that the store invoices $1,022.39 
in merchandise and $484.30 in fixtures, 
with $134.79 cash on hand. The Bel­ 
lamy Association, which 
is an out­ 
growth of the Integral .association, 
now owns a toby factory and employs 
sixteen people.—New York Sun.
